CHAPTER XLIII. 
A SicnaL TRIUMPH OF DIVINE PROVIDENCE 


Through the seven long years of litigation which 
preceded the judgment rendered by the Court, as 
recorded in the last Chapter, Mother Lurana and her 
Sisters never wavered in their beautiful faith that God 
would certainly keep their beloved Portiuncula from 
being wrested from them; and all the more so because, 
after the manner of their Seraphic Father Francis, 
they had trusted Him absolutely to hold it for them. 

Even after they were notified that judgment had been 
given for the plaintiffs, they still clung to the hope that 
the victors would consent to a financial settlement, per- 
mitting them to buy the property from them. But God 
willed to test their faith to the utmost, somewhat as He 
tested that of Abraham in sacrificing his son, Isaac. 
When the letter of Mr. Zabriskie was read, the last 
hope died, but they did not weep. The moment they 
recognized it as the most sweet Will of God to give up 
both Convent and Church, they prepared to move with 
an alacrity and cheerfulness that was almost gay. Not 
a minute was wasted. 

The guest house in process of erection, built upon 
the five acres of land which they had purchased on 
the north side of the Portiuncula and close by Saint 
John’s Church, was speeded to completion to house the 
professed members of the Community, and builders 
under rush contracts were put to work to convert the 
stable and automobile garage adjoining into a house 
for the novices, and as it was close to Christmas time 
they fittingly named the converted building—Bethle- 


hem. Another contractor got busy on the erection of a 
new garage and the horses were dispatched over to 
St. Anthony’s Farm, east of the Mount of the Atone- 
ment. Then, when the good God saw how joyously 
the Sisters surrendered the home they loved so well in 
the worship of the Divine Will, He was well pleased 
and stayed the ruthless hand that would have exacted 
the penalty of the law without mercy. 


“ANOTHER DANIEL” 


On Election Day, November 8th, of that same year, 
Father Paul went to Garrison to cast his vote as an 
American citizen and outside the voting place he en- 
countered the Hon. Hamilton Fish, whose father in his 
day had been Governor of the Empire State and he, 
himself,’ three times presided as Speaker over the 
Assembly in Albany. Mr. Fish, when he was told by 
Father Paul of the judgment against the Sisters, ex- 
pressed in emphatic language his condemnation of the 
whole procedure. It was a most unneighborly act on 
the part of those Episcopalians who were responsible 
for the lawsuit, and he declared that his own father, 
had he been alive, would also have strongly con- 
demned the action that had been taken. The upshot 
of the conversation was that he called upon Mother 
Lurana a day or two afterwards and volunteered to 
champion the cause of the Sisters. 

His first act was to prepare in conference with 
Mother Lurana “A Memorial and Petition,” for circula- 
tion among the people of Garrison and Philipstown (the 
township in which Graymoor is located), to which he 
attached his own signature first. Inspired by his 
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example not only 
lay Episcopalians 
of the locality 
signed the peti- 
tion, but also Dr. 
Walter Thompson, 
for fifteen years 
Rector of Saint 
Philip’s Church, 
_Garrison, who was 
at that time living 
in retirement, the 
Rev. Albert Floyd 
Jones, Rector of 
the Cold Spring 
Episcopal Church, 
and the Rev. Wm. 
J. Colyer, Pastor 
of the Methodist 
Church of Philips- 
town. 

The Memorial 
and Petition was 
addressed to the 
Right Rev. David 
H. Greer, D.D., 
Bishop of New 
York, Mr. George 
Zabriskie, Attor- 
ney for the Plain- 
tiffs, and to the 
Trustees of Saint 
John’s, Graymoor, 
Miss Alice May 
Elliot, Mrs. Sarah 
Nicholson, Plain- 
tiffs, and Miss 
Julia . HH. Chad- 
wick, Defendant. 
The petition ran 
as follows: 


We, the under- 
signed, being resi- 
dents of Garrison 
and _ Philipstown, 
wish to express an 
earnest desire that 
an agreement may 
be promptly arrived 
at, by which the 
Sis tem siom m tance 
Atonement be not 
evicted from the 
Convent built by themselves and twice added to at large 
expense. As the judgment now stands—the Sisters refus- 
ing to appeal the same for Religious reasons—they will in a 
few days be forced to leave the home so dear to them, built 
by their own efforts and, with the exception of six hundred 
dollars ($600.00), by the money gifts of Roman Catholic 
citizens. 

If agreeable to all parties, we would suggest some such 
settlement as the following: The Sisters to pay to the 
Plaintiffs in the suit the sum of two thousand dollars.

In return for the above payment the Sisters should, of 
course, receive from the Trustees, and also the Gray heirs, 
as clear a title as possible, and the good will of both parties 
just named, for their future peaceable possession. 


Bishop Greer, sometime after receiving the petition, 
called a meeting of the Trustees and their Counsel, 
Mr. George Zabriskie, together with certain others, 
including Mr. Fish, who was a member of the Stand- 
ing Committee of the diocese, Mr. Zabriskie being 
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Our Lady’s Hostel in course of construction to serve as a Convent for the Sisters at 


the time of the lawsuit. 


Chancellor. Encouraged by the Bishop and Mr. Fish, 
the Trustees expressed themselves as more than will- 
ing to make a settlement with the Sisters and to grant 
them a quitclaim deed for the property. Mr. Zabriskie, 
however, was obdurate to the very last. He argued 
that the judgment handed down by Justice Tompkins 
of the Supreme Court of New York was unalterable 
and that the Plaintiffs had no power.to give the Sisters 
a quitclaim deed, even should they desire to do so. 

Then Mr. Fish played the part of Portia and to the 
consternation of Shylock declared that he would pre- 
pare and introduce a bill into the State legislature in 
session at Albany, making it lawful for the Trustees to 
convey the property in fee simple to the Graymoor 
nuns. Simultaneously with this action on the part of 
the Episcopalians, Judge Morgan J. O’Brien agreed to 
serve as Counsel for the Sisters and cooperated with 
Mr. Fish and the Trustees in formulating the Act as 
mentioned above. 

Although that winter there was a deadlock between 
the Democrats and the Republicans blocking all legisla- 
tion for months, yet the influence of Mr. Fish with the 
legislators was so great that the Graymoor bill was 
passed by the Assembly on March 13th and by the 
Senate on the following day and was signed by the 
Governor on March 21st. It had been introduced by 
Senator Walters into the Senate as late as February 
19th and by Assemblyman Donohue of Garrison on 
the same day into the Lower House of the State of 
New York. The text of the Bill is as follows: 


AN ACT 


To ENABLE THE TRUSTEES FOR THE CHURCH OF SAINT 
JOHN, ON THE CaT Rock Roap, BETWEEN PEEKSKILL 
AND GARRISON, TO SELL REAL ESTATE AND DISPOSE OF 
THE PROCEEDS THEREOF— 


The People of the State of New York, represented

in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


It shall be lawful for Alice 
May Elliot, Sallie Elliot Nichol- 
son, Julia H. Chadwick, trustees 
for the Church of St. John on 
the Cat Rock Road, between 
Garrison and Peekskill, or a 
majority of them or the sur- 
vivors of them, to sell at public 
or private sale and to convey 
the premises in the town of 
Philipstown in the county of 
Putnam conveyed to them by 
John A. C. Gray and Harriet G. 
Gray by deed dated June 
twenty-fourth, eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-five, together 
with the buildings and im- 
provements thereon and to pay 
the proceeds after payment of 
any expenses or indebtedness 
which they may have incurred 
to any church, hospital, school 
or any institution belonging to 
the Protestant Episcopal Church of the United States. The 
conveyance of the said premises by the said Trustees shall 
vest in the grantee an absolute estate in fee simple dis- 
charged of the trusts subject to which the premises are 
vested in the said trustees. 


God was not unmindful of those three women who 
were instrumental as Trustees of “St. John’s-in-the- 
Wilderness,’ Graymoor, in bringing Mother Lurana to 
Graymoor and of finally giving the Sisters in fee 
simple a deed to the property. Mrs. Nicholson is

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still living. Some years after the happy conclusion of 
the litigation, she made a pilgrimage to Assisi and at 
the tomb of St. Francis received the grace of conversion 
to the Catholic Faith and shortly afterward entered the 
Fold of Peter. 

Not long after her return to America, her sister, 
Miss Alice May Elliot, followed her example and was 
received into the Church by one of the priests at the 
New York Cathedral. A few months later she became 
ill and was compelled to go to the hospital. Hearing 
of this, Mother Lurana sent two of her Sisters to call 
upon her and invite her to come to Graymoor. This 
invitation she gladly accepted and her last days on 
earth were spent at Our Lady’s Hostel, ministered to 
most lovingly by the Sisters. There she became a 
Tertiary, being received into the Third Congregation 
of the Atonement. A few months later she fell asleep 
in Jesus and her body was laid to rest close by the 
graves of the Sisters on the western slope of the Mount 
of the Atonement. 

Miss Julia Chadwick spent the last years $f her life 
very happily in Italy. She had leased a villa on the 
outskirts of beautiful Florence. Out of love to the 
Anglican Church, she remained an Episcopalian almost 
to the end, but in her last illness, she sent for the 
Catholic priest’ and joyfully entered the “One Fold” 
under the “One Shepherd”, and she, too, will be num- 
bered as a Daughter of the Atonement, among the 
Saints of God in glory everlasting.

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Observance of the Octave for Unity 


As originators of the Church Unity Octave here at 
Graymoor, it is pleasing to record that with the whole- 
hearted commendation of the Hierarchy, the Octave 
last month was very generally observed throughout the 
United States. Unprecedented demands for the Octave 
leaflets coming from the parish clergy and religious 
orders in every part of the country, indicated a very 
widespread interest in this annual eight-day period of 
prayer. Happily, the Octave observance is not confined 
to the Catholic faithful alone, but appeals with persua- 
sive force to an ever-widening circle of those outside 
the Fold of Peter who clearly realize the chaos which a 
divided Christianity has brought upon the world and 
are eagerly seeking the way to Divine Truth. The 
Church Unity Octave provides both the incentive as 
well as the opportunity for all Christians to unite in 
prayerful petition that the burden of Our Lord’s prayer 
may be fulfilled: ‘Not for them only do I pray, but 
for them also who through their word shall believe in 
Me; that they all may be One as Thou Father in Me, 
and I in Thee.” (John xvii, 20-21.) 

It would, of course, be impractical, if not impossible, 
to attempt to list here the many centers where the 
Octave was observed, but it should be noted that in 
the larger cities, Washington, Philadelphia, New York, 
Boston, Chicago, etc., the publicity given to the devo- 
tions and the list of noted churchmen who preached on 
the subject assigned for each day of the Octave, drew 
large congregations in each city. In Washington, a 
particularly impressive program was arranged at the 
National Shrine of the Immaculate Conception and the 
edifice was thronged each evening from the opening to 
the closing service of the Octave. The musical pro- 
gram was rendered on successive evenings by the 
choirs of Holy Cross College, Carmelite College, Marist 
College, Augustinian College, De La Salle College, the 
Oblates of Mary Immaculate, the Franciscan Friars of 
the Atonement and the choir of the Catholic University. 

Most Rev. John M. McNamara, D.D., Auxiliary 
Bishop of Baltimore, officiated at the opening service 
on January 18th and the sermon was preached by 
Very Rev. Father Paul James Francis, S.A., who first 
initiated the Church Unity Octave thirty years ago at 
Graymoor. His subject was: ‘The Return of the 
Other Sheep to the One Fold.” On succeeding days 


the subject of the discourse and speakers were: Janu- 
ary 19th, “Return of Oriental Separatists,” by the Rev. 
Dr. John K. Cartwright; January 20th, ‘““The Submission 
of Anglicans to the Holy See,” by the Rev. Dr. John 
Tracy Ellis; January 21st, “That the Lutherans and 
Other Protestants of Continental Europe Return to 
the Fold,” by the Very Rev. Dr. Raphael M. Huber, 
O.M.C.; January 22nd, ‘‘That the Christians in Amer- 
ica May Become One in Communion with the Chair of 
St. Peter,” by the Rev. Dr. Joseph C. Fenton; Janu- 
ary 23rd, “Return of Lapsed Catholics to the Sacra- 
ments,” by the Very Rev. William Lonergan, S.M.; 
January 24th, “The Conversion of the Jews,” by the 
Rev. Dr. Ignatius Smith, O.P.; January 25th, “The Con- 
quest of the World for Christ,” by the Rev. Dr. Aloy- 
sius J. Burggraff, C.S.P. 

In Boston, His Eminence, Cardinal O’Connell, who 
was one of the very first prelates in the Church to 
encourage the observance of the Church Unity Octave 
when it was inaugurated, assigned four of the most 
eloquent priests of his archdiocese to preach at the 
Octave services held at St. Clement’s Church, namely, 
Rev. Dr. Francis S. Shea, Rev. George M. Dowd, Rev. 
Joseph P. Monahan and Very Rev. Dr. Edward Murray. 

At the Cathedral of the Holy Name in Chicago, the 
program for the Octave was arranged by Rev. Father 
Fullmer, who also preached at the opening service. On 
succeeding evenings the preachers were Rev. Desmond 
Schmal, S.J., Rev. Harold O’Gara, Rev. Edward V. 
Dailey, Rev. Donald F. Kelly, Rev. Gerard C. Picard, 
Rev. Arthur B. Klyber, C.SS.R., and Very Rev. Msgr. 
Malachy Foley. It is of interest to note here that the 
sermon on the intention of the Octave for January 24th, 
“The Conversion of the Jews,” was preached by Father 
Klyber, who is himself a Jewish convert. 

In Philadelphia, His Eminence, Cardinal Dougherty, 
who has been for years greatly interested in the promo- 
tion of the Church Unity Octave, exhorted his clergy 
to observe the Octave in the various parishes through- 
out the archdiocese. 

In New York the Octave was observed in various 
churches, notably at the Paulist Church under the 
auspices of the St. Paul Guild. The Guild is not only 
a charitable organization assisting former Protestant 
clergymen and others, who by becoming Catholics have 
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lost their means of earning a livelihood, but is also 
apostolic in character and vitally concerned with the 
Reunion of Christendom. To arouse interest in the 
Convert Movement, the Guild has for several years 
past sponsored the Church Unity Octave. 

The Rev. Father Murray, C.S.P., Spiritual Director 
of the Guild, arranged the program for the observance 
of the Octave and 
those attending the 
services each eve- 
ning were greatly 
edified by the ser- 
mons delivered by 
such notable 
preachers as the 
Very Rev. Nicholas 
Higgins, O.S.F.C., 
Rev. L. Feeney, 
S.J., Rev. Vincent 
©. Donovan, O.P., 
Rev. John T. Mc- 
Ginn CS. P..onok 
Toronto, Can., Rev. 
John S. Kennedy, 
Rev. Thomas Fox, 
C.S.P., Rev. John 
Fitzgerald, C.S.P., 
and Rev. Owen F. 
Dudley of London, 
England. 

. While the forego- 
ing cites only the 
more outstanding 
of the programs for 
the Church Unity 
Octave observance, 
it is consoling and 
of equal signifi- 
cance that the Oc- 
tave was so widely 
observed in  par- 
ishes in the various 
dioceses and by the 
members of Reli- 
gious Orders. Of 
the latter, it may 
be said that their 
wholehearted inter- 
est in the Octave 
is expressed in the 
numerous letters 
which have come 
to us, one of which, 
from the Mother 
Prioress of the Car- 
melite Monastery 
at Santa Clara, 
California, we 
quote here because 
it is synonymous of the many: 

“It gives us pleasure to say that for many years we 
have been faithful in making this Octave a time of 
special supplication for the separate intentions as- 
signed to each day. We say the prayers\in Choir after 
Mass each morning, and all the Community remember

the intentions in their Masses and Holy Communions. 
We have felt the deepest interest in it from the begin- 
ning—an interest that has increased with the years! 

“We are happy to know the observance has become 
so widespread, and we pray that the fruits may be 
more abundant each year.” : 

We commend to our Readers and to the Catholic 
faithful generally, 
the suggestion of 
Father Robert E. 
Woods, when, 
speaking at Mass 
in St. Patrick’s Ca- 
thedral on January 
22nd, he urged his 
hearers not to sus- 
pend the practice 
of praying for the 
Unity of Christians 
after the ending of 
the Octave, but to 
make it a practice 
to pray daily for a 
cause that is, as it 
should be, dear to 
the heart of every 
Christian. Father 
Woods pointed out 
that many persons 
were intellectually 
convinced of the 
truth of the teach- 
ings of the Catholic 
Church, but did not 
become communi- 
cants because they 
did not receive “‘the 
supernatural gift of 
faith,” 

The question of 
reunion is, to a pre- 
eminent degree, a 
question of heart 
rather than the 
intellect, anda 
change of heart will 
be brought about 
by a superabun- 
dance of divine 
grace in response to 
earnest prayer. 
With this thought 
uppermost clear- 
sighted Christians 
the world over 
have again and 
again urged re- 
course to prayer to 
realize the ideal 
Unity so much desired by Our Lord. 

In the words of the Boston Pilot, “we need a United 
Christian front against the united front of atheism. 
To achieve this union by a single octave of prayer, 
would require a miracle. But we should pray knowing 
that not even this is beyond God’s power.”

“The question of John L. Lewis’ Communism is 
still controversial,” true.

Mr. Hillman was, from 1922 on, President and 
Organizer of the Russian-American Industrial Corpor- 
ation, in whose behalf the ‘Friends of Soviet Russia” 
(formed by the Central Committee of the Communist 
Party) entered into a joint campaign to raise an “‘in- 
itial capital” of a million dollars, “its purpose the pro- 
motion of industrial activity in Russia ... . to start 
large factories.” Offering stock at $10 a share, it made 
the appeal: “Every worker who wishes to see Soviet 
Russia prosper must lend his financial assistance to 
this project.” 

Hillman has been chairman of the board of the 
Amalgamated Banks of New York and Chicago, oper- 
ated by the Amalgamated Clothing Workers Unions, 
which acted as agents for the Soviet American Securi- 
ties Corporation, organized in 1932 to sell in the United 
States a $10,000,000 issue of Soviet government bonds 
to finance the second Five Year Plan. 

From floating bonds to “help Soviet Russia to pros- 
per,” Comrade Hillman has extended his versatile sub- 
versive activities to heading a radical group organized 
for the specific purpose of insinuating revolutionary 
propaganda within the Jewish, Catholic and Protestant 
churches. While he was Honorary President of the 
“National Religion and Labor Foundation,” its monthly 
bulletin, Economic Justice, published atheistic Com- 
munist cartoons caricaturing Christ and deriding the 
Christian faith. 

Revealing the sneering scorn and hatred cherished 
toward the Divine Savior and His Redemption of man- 
kind on the Cross—a denial and vengeful malignance 
expressed by that breed when they came into power 
by the desecration of altars and destruction of churches 
and their seeking to crucify Him anew through the 


martyring of millions of Christians — revealing, in- 
deed, was a certain cartoon published in the January, 
1933, bulletin of Comrade Hillman’s “religionists of 
the new social order.” 

THIS TYPICALLY IMPIOUS COMMUNIST CARTOON REP- 
RESENTED Our DivINE LorD JAUNTILY LEADING DOWN 
HILL A MASS OF WORKERS BEARING UPON THEIR BOWED 
SHOULDERS THE CRUSHING WEIGHT OF A COLLOSSAL 
CROSS ON TOP OF WHICH, HOLDING THE REINS AND DRIV- 
ING THE OPPRESSED “WAGE SLAVES,’ A TOP-HATTED 
BLOATED FIGURE (“Capitalism”) SAT ENTHRONED. THIS 
PICTORIAL BLASPHEMY BORE THE CAPTION: “THE TRI- 
UMPH OF ORGANIZED RELIGION.” 

So much for the affiliations of Comrade Hillman, 
John L. Lewis’ ‘sword and buckler in the C. I. O. 
labor movement.” 

Space forbids the citing of further Who’s Who 
sketches of other Communists and Communist “fellow 
travelers” active in the organization of the C. I. O. and 
execution of its policies, in the control of affiliated 
unions and operating as agents and agitators in the 
fomenting of admittedly unjustifiable strikes. 

Doubtless Vice-President Comrade Hillman quali- 
fied himself by long years of revolutionary labor activi- 
ties for the approval of the mongrel Masters of the 
Third International, which has issued this order to its 
delegates and spies: “At present many millions of the 
unemployed are feeling the full weight of the economic 
crisis; the task of us Communists consists in canaliz- 
ing the discontent and organizing this colossal force.” 

But has the dynamic aggressive John L. Lewis, of 
the truculent mane and manner, been accorded without 
rhyme or reason unmerited laurels by the Dictators of 
the Red Empire? Is it without reason or deliberate 
planned purpose that the Communist cohorts in Amer- 
ica have mustered their forces to give his C. I. O. 
“energetic support?” 

The New York correspondent of Pravda, the offi- 
cial organ of the Communist Party of Russia, is Mois- 
saye J. Olgin, Russian-born Jew, who is a member of 
the Executive Committee and head of the Jewish sec- 
tion of the Communist Party of the United States. 

The following special cable from Soviet Russia was 
published in the New York Times of April 24, 1937: 


Moscow, April 23.—The C. I. O. strike activities in 
the United States are described as a militant labor move- 
ment which the American Communist Party is energeti- 
cally supporting, in a long article by Moissaye J. Olgin, 
the New York correspondent of Pravda, just published 
in that newspaper. 

Mr. Olgin added that the success of the movement 
is of great political significance. He said that large 
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numbers of workers are being organized for the first 
time and that the proletariat is resorting to strikes as 
part of the class struggle. 


“The Communist Party is taking a very active part 
in the work of uniting the workers of the basic branches 
of industry,” wrote Pravda’s correspondent. “It is help- 
ing to prepare direct mass strikes. It is energetically 
struggling against the disintegrating policy of labor 
union bureaucracy and for the unification of labor 
unions into a single powerful organization on the basis 
of the Committee’s Program.” 


Bear in mind that this was reported to Moscow at 
the time when C. I. O. sit-down strikes were rampantly 
spreading in plants of the automobile and steel in- 
dustries. 

Marked by intimidation, terrorism and violence, by 
the usurpation of private property, by the close-down 
of public utilities, by menace to the peaceful public, 
by defiance of government and police authority, were 
not these strikes “first lessons in Revolution,” “train- 
ing in tactics” to be ultimately employed through the 
length and breadth of the land—when the hour comes— 
in the General Strike ? 


Defenders of the C. I. O. take refuge in the argu- 
ment that Communists in the C. I. O. constitute a com- 
parative minority. Admitted!—But what if that Com- 
munist “minority” wangles itself into key positions 
and the control of unions where they can employ over 
the majority what Trotzky called “correct TAcTICs ?” 

Let me briefly cite cumulative testimony before the 
House Committee Investigating un-American Activities 
as reported in the New York Times: 


“Ralph Knox, former president of the Detroit local of 
the United Automobile Workers (an affiliate of the 
C. I. O.) listed more than 100 members of the United 
Automobile Workers Union as members either of the Com- 
munist Party, the Communist Opposition party (Love- 
stoneites), the Left Wing Socialists or the Revolutionary 
Workers’ party. Some were fairly high officials in the 
union. 

“Mr. Knox said the U. A. W. A. international : office 
made him resign as president of the largest local in the 
union after Communist members and their ‘fellow 
travelers’ had conducted a campaign of slander and 
violence against him. He asserted that the U. A. W. A. 
is ‘completely dominated by Communists through the 
executive board and the American forces are helpless.’ 

“Other assertions made by the witness were that Com- 
munists led most of the sit-down strikes of which he had 
knowledge; . . . that Communist leaders in the union work 
steadily for bad conditions to stir up unrest on which they 
could agitate more effectively and that sit-down strikes 
were staged to train the workers in industrial war. 

“From another witness, Clyde Morrow, a Ford Motor 
Company millwright and admittedly a former Communist, 
the Committee was told that the ‘the Communist party 
had “nuclei” in every factory in Detroit. 
nucleus there was sufficient to cause a strike.’ 


Sometimes a 
‘The sit- 
down strikes were for the purpose of training the workers 
to take over control of the plants when the revolution 
comes.’ ”—New York Times, October 20, 1938. 


“Fred W. Frahm, Superintendent of the Detroit Police 


Department, told the House Committee . . . that he 
believed 75 per cent of the strikes in detroit in the last 
two years had been inspired by Communists. 

“Mr. Frahm related a vivid story of industrial turmoil 
in Detroit in recent years, producing pictures showing 
police being beaten by strikers with three foot clubs, a 
sample of which he submitted, along with heavy lead 
slugs and ball bearings . . . used by strikers for assault on 
the policemen. 

“Several other witnesses continued to add to the story 
that a highly disciplined group of Communist agitators 
‘dominated’ the United Automobile Workers Union... . 

“Unless the unions can get the Communist elements 
out before long,’ Mr. Frahm said, ‘I expect an awful clash. 
The manufacturers seem to want to deal with the workers, 
but the union leaders lack control because of the Com- 
munists. . . . 

Often it is impossible to find out who starts the 
strikes. But the Communists are usually in the lead. 
They run dues drives where 300 or more will collect in 
front of a plant at quitting time and threaten any man not 
paid up. If he is recalcitrant, he will be beaten up, his 
automobile burned or the windows broken, his wife 
threatened and rocks thrown through his‘ windows. For 
the same purpose ‘the Communists will stage sit-downs or 
pull the power switches inside the plants.’ 

“H{e (Mr. Frahm) said he believed 200 or 300 Com- 
munists from all over the country have gathered in Detroit 
to instigate strikes, which he held were not staged for 
better conditions but to stir up unrest and mass hatred. 

“John W. Loos, Ford Motor Company service depart- 
ment employee and also a lawyer, said it was difficult for 
employers to oust Communist employees because they hid 
under the cloak of unions... . 

‘James Mitchell, welfare director for a U. A. W. U. 
local, broke down as he told how Communist unionists 
had threatened to kill him if he ‘exposed’ Lloyd Jones, 
president of his local, as a Communist.”—New York 
Times, October 21, 1938. 


Revolutionary tactics in which they had been trained 
in Russia were employed by agitators of the C. I. O. 
in the sit-down strikes of January, 1937, in the General 
Motors and Fisher Body plants in Flint, according to 
the New York Times report of the hearings of the 
Dies’ Committee on October 21. 

These strikes were marked by mob riots, wrecking 
of police cars and the hurt and injury of fourteen 
policemen and fourteen others from gas and gunshot 
wounds. 


“Testimony, supported by numerous photographs, was 
that the sit-downers were armed with long clubs, ‘billies’ 
and ‘brass knuckles’ devised out of shop materials, that 
they had fire hoses and paint spray guns, filled with 
battery acid, strategically placed at plant entrances, and 
that they showered police with heavy door hinges and 
catches.” 


Was not this instance of arming by strikers of an 
affiliate of the C. I. O. in keeping with the directions 
of Lenin, as quoted in the Communist “The Way to 
Victory”: 


“The question of arms must in the first place be solved 
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by the workers themselves, who must provide themselves 
with whatever weapons they can get hold of. One could 
add indefinitely to examples of primitive weapons avail- 
able to the proletariat. To knives, knuckle dusters, rags 
soaked in petrol, one could add perhaps axes, bricks, boil- 
ing water for pouring on to the bestial police raging in 
the working-class quarters, simple hand-grenades of dyna- 
mite, to mention only the most primitive of the almost 
infinite possibilities available everywhere for the arming 
of the proletariat. ... If, for the sake of their freedom, 
they make use of these possibilities given to them they 
are only doing their duty.” 


In fomenting the Flint sit-down strikes, three chief 
agitators were specifically named in the testimony be- 
fore the Dies’ Committee—three brothers, Roy, Victor 
and Walter Reuther. 


The New York Times reported the testimony as 
follows: 


“Testimony on sound-truck agitation by Roy and Victor 
Reuther, described as Detroit Socialists or Communist 
“fellow travellers’, played a prominent part in each witness’s 
story, one witness asserting that the Reuther brothers had 
spent more than a year in Soviet Russia where he said he 
believed that they had been trained in revolutionary 
tactics. Both brothers are officials in the United Auto- 
mobile Workers Union, but are not employed in Flint. 


“Captain Edwin Hughes, of the Flint Police Depart- 
ment, said that Victor Reuther, from a sound car, made 
speeches ‘which might have been called incitement to riot’ 
to a crowd of about 200 persons, who were massed before 
a police station demanding the release of men arrested for 
disturbing the peace. . 


“When he headed a police squad which visited one 
Fisher plant . . . and found fifteen men with fire hoses 
holding the gates, the captain stated, a fracas developed. 
The witness said that fourteen policemen and the same 
number of others were hospitalized from gas and gunshot 
wounds. Victor Reuther, in his sound car, urged a crowd 
of 1,000, which had quickly gathered, to go home and 
get guns and to wreck the plant if any more strikers were 
hurt, the captain stated. 


“Herman Luhrs, chairman of the Americanization Com- 
mittee of the Flint American Legion, said that his group 
began to check up on the Reuther brothers when he heard 
Walter Reuther, a third brother, say at a meeting that he 
did not believe in God, but that man was God.” 


Whence did this Walter Reuther—who is or was 
president of the U. A. W. Local 174, of the C. I. C= 
bring this Creed of the Godless, which Marx distilled 
in his anti-Christ gospel of materialism: “Religion 1s 
the opiate of the people?” As was ascertained and 
published, Walter and Victor Reuther, prominent 
C. I. O. organizers among the auto workers, had spent 
more than a year in Russia; while in the Soviet auto 
plant at Abmozavoz, Topkini, in 1934, they were 
“trained for the appointed tasks by expert propa- 
gandists for the Communist revolution.” As if their 
“education in subversive tactics was not complete, on 
their return to the U. S. they enrolled at Communistic 
Brookwood Labor College where they learned the fine 


points of strategy used by the Red forces in America.” 

While in the Soviet “paradise of the proletariat” in 
1934, preparing for their mission, they sent a joint letter 
to Comrades Melvin and Gladys Bishop in Detroit, in 
which they wrote: 


“What we have learned from other sources of the rising 
discontent of the American workers, makes us long for the 
moment to be back with you in the front lines of the 
struggle.” Regarding Russia, they said: ‘We are more 
than just sympathetic toward our country (the Soviet 
Union), we are ready to fight for it and its ideals. Carry 
on the fight for a Soviet America. (signed) Vic and Wal.”

ARE THE NAZIS IN LEAGUE WITH 
ANTICHRIST? 


Isaac Don Levine in the New York Journal-A merican 
reported Alfred Rosenberg, “Hitler’s High Priest of 
Paganism,” as having made this startling statement at 
the last Nazi party rally at Nuremberg: 


“Some hotspurs among us are rather inclined to urge 
the Fuehrer to exterminate the Catholic and the 
Protestant Confessional Churches, just as we did with 
the Bolshevist Parties... . 


“You must keep in mind that the international posi- 
tion of the Catholic Church compels us to be very 
cautious in our tactics towards the Church.... 


“I do not hesitate to say, and I believe that I can 
speak in the Fuehrer’s name as well, THAT THE CATHO- 
LIC CHURCH AND THE PROTESTANT CONFESSIONAL 
CHURCH AS IT IS TODAY WILL HAVE TO DISAPPEAR FROM 
THE LIFE OF OUR NATION. 


“We have been able already to penetrate German 
youth considerably with National Socialist philosophy 
(read: paganism). 

“The splinters of Catholic youth movements which 
are bustling about will be absorbed in the course of 
time. The Hitler Youth is like a sponge which sucks 
everything without resistance. ... The generation 
which is growing up will be protected from the black 
swindle. 


“Do not forget that inside the Churches upright 
Germans who are deeply devoted to National Socialism 
are working as priests. With their help we shall clear 
the last, and I admit, very firm positions of the 
Church. 


“We have another means of pressure, and that is 
finance. We shall proceed cautiously but very sys- 
tematically, and CUT THE VEINS OF FINANCE TO THE 
CLERGY whom we can win by no other means.” 


Speaking of the Nazi attempt to create a gulf be- 
tween the Austrian and German Church hierarchies, 
Herr Rosenberg is reported by Mr. Levine to have 
said further: 

“T hope sincerely that we shall be able to extend 
this gulf throughout the whole of German Catholicism 
and thus deal the DEATHBLOW to the worst enemy of 
National Socialism.” 


"Tot Christian Workers Lead the Unions” 


Archbishop Mooney Proposes a Way to Thwart the Red Menace in Labor Organizations 


To save labor organizations from control 
by “agents of destruction” who seek to worm 
their way into key positions of power in order 
to use the unions “‘to subversive ends,” Arch- 
bishop Edward Mooney of Detroit urges 
priests to “set themselves energetically to help 
their Christian workers train themselves in 
principle and technique io assume the leader- 
ship in the unions which their numbers 
justify.” 

Confronted with the baffling problem as to 
how the infiltration of the C. I. O. by Com- 
munists and their fellow travelers may be 
frustrated, how such conflict between patriotic 
and revolutionary elements as has rent the 
United Automobile Workers of America may 
be prevented, to loyal American labor leaders 
and the mass of workers — bewildered by 
insidious and cunning Red machinations— 
Archbishop Mooney’s visioning and practical 
program will come as a timely lead in point- 
ing the way to safeguarding and making or- 
ganized labor a force for constructive indus- 
trial and social good. 


LET CHRISTIAN WORKERS ASSUME LEADER- 
SHIP IN THE UNIONS—let them train them- 
selves in principle and technique to that end! 


Archbishop Mooney’s notable and signifi- 
cant proposal was made before a conference 
of priests attending the two-day meeting of 
the Catholic Conference on Industrial Prob- 
lems in Detroit on January 18th to discuss 
concrete measures to put into effect a program 
of making Catholic membership in labor 
unions “an organized force for sound union- 
ism in the Christian spirit” and of facilitating 
the development of the labor movement along 
democratic lines. 

Of the grave dangers confronting organ- 
ized labor, Archbishop Mooney said: 


‘If the worker who loves his religion, his home and his 
country stands idly by while agents of destruction gain 
control of his union and direct its power to subversive 
ends, then one of three things will happen; we shall see 
here what we see in Russia, leftist dictatorship; or we shall 
see here what we see in Germany and Italy, rightist dicta- 


torship; or if the good sense of the people somehow or 
other averts either of these calamities, at least the cause of 
unionism will receive a check which it will not recover 
within our generation.” 


As one measure for eradicating Communist, 
Nazi and Fascist influence in the labor move- 
ment, the Archbishop advocated the establish- 
ment of parish schools to equip workers “to 
sift the good from the bad in labor proposals, 
and to be the defenders of sound, constructive 
union activity against the inroads of Com- 
munistic agitation.” ; 


“Archbishop Mooney” reports the New York Times, 
“called attention of the assembled priests to the work al- 
ready being performed in this direction by the Association 
of Catholic Trade Unionists, composed of members of the © 
A. F. of L., the C. I. O. and independent unions. That 
association has organized several parish labor schools de- 
voted to the study of problems of trade unionism. 

“Catholic leaders who participated in the conference 
explained that the Archbishop’s labor program was part 
of a serious attempt to put into effect in the Detroit area 
the principles expressed in Papal Encyclicals ‘as a remedy 
for the evils of industrial life which press upon us, and as 
a preventive for greater evils which threaten.’ 


Archbishop Mooney said in part: 


The Catholic view which has been expounded during 
these days stresses the fact that industrial relations are 
human relations. In both labor and management the 
things that count are essentially human elements—such as 
the objectives that men seek, the motives that inspire them, 
the standards they set in honesty-and justice and considera- 
tion for others, their willingness to work for the observ- 
ance of these standards in whatever part they play im 
industrial life. 

* ‘Furthermore, industrial relations, in the Catholic view, 
Let there be no doubt of this—labor 
organization, sound and responsible organization on demo- 
cratic principles, is not merely something which the Catho- 
lic Church accepts as an inevitable development of our 
industrial society, but something which she wholeheartedly 
approves, something for which she has a definite set of 
moral principles, something for which her Popes have beem 
crying for generations like a voice of a prophet in the 
wilderness of ‘laissez-faire,’ something which she earnestly 
commends to worker and management alike as a remedy 
for the evils of industrial life which press upon us as a 
preventive for greater evils which threaten. 

“This view imposes upon the Catholic worker and com- 
mends to every worker who prefers American fredom to 
Communist, Nazi or Fascist regimentation, the duty of 
active interest in his labor organization.”

AMERICA, LIKE FRANCE, SHOULD AWAKE TO 
THE DANGER OF COMMUNISM 


Four hundred and thirty French newspapers, of all 
shades of opinion, published on December 16th an 
urgent appeal to the French Chamber, calling for Gov- 
ernment action to put an end to Communist machina- 
tions in France. The document says that, after two 
years of experience of disorder, France can no longer 
stand the danger of having in the heart of the country 
an organization directed from outside, whose sole object 
is the ruin of Western civilization by three means, Civil 
War, Foreign War, and the Destruction of Property and 
Liberties. It quotes M. Blum (former Premier) as a 
witness of the real nature of Communist activity, and 
it draws particular attention to the way the Spanish 
question is utilized by the Communist Party, because, 
in the words of Leon Blum, “Communism seeks to bring 
about a general crisis, any sort of catastrophe to create 
a revolutionary situation, and there is no better catastro- 


phe than war. Communism everywhere wants war.” 


The document also cites the Papal Encyclical against 
atheistic Communism. It says there is no question that 
the Communists in France enjoy considerable financial 
resources, which are used everywhere for propaganda at 
strikes, and to discredit public administration and private 
business, and to poison the minds of the French against 
their neighbors. Eighteen European nations have dis- 
solved the Communist Party in order to recover complete 
national sovereignty; and France, says the appeal, must 
do the same.

personages of the Government, such as V. M. Molotov, 
Chairman of People’s Commissars, and K. E. Voro- 
shilov, Commissar of Defense. 

““This is to honor our savior, Comrade Nikolai 
Ivanovich,’ toasted Stalin, as he pinned on Yezhov’s 
pigeon breast the Order of Lenin, the highest honor 
of the Red Regime, and told briefly how the guest of 
honor had revealed to him the alleged plots of Zino- 
viev, Kaminev and their associates.

The Crucifixion of Spain Coming to an End 


The war for the liberation of the Spanish people 
and Spanish soil from the clutches of the Communist 
junta which hoped to destroy every trace of a Chris- 
tian heritage in that beautiful land is, apparently, in 
its final phase, now that the city of Barcelona and 
almost the whole of Catalonia has been added to the 
territory under control of the forces headed by General 
Franco. The Communists or Reds are being system- 
atically routed in battle, but they are leaving behind in 
every city, town and village which they are forced to 
vacate, a record of murder, tortures, burnings and 
other atrocities, which will forever remain in history 
as one of the blackest and most fiendish which the 
minds of men could conceive in an effort to destroy 
the faith and spirit of a lovable people. 

Those who have been so loud in their advocacy of 
the effort to have the United States prostitute its own 
heritage to give aid to the Reds in Spain by lifting the 
embargo on shipments of arms and munitions, will find 
small comfort in the reports of the situation in Spain 
coming from many different and’ unbiased sources in 
Europe. The people in every part of Spain from 
which the Reds were routed, were delirious with joy 
on their liberation from the hands of the inhuman fiends 
who had held them in bondage. and forced them to bear 
arms against their brothers seeking to free their coun- 
try from the tentacles of the Moscow-inspired octupus. 
Thousands of those comprising the Red army now in 
retreat are not and never have been in favor of the 
Communist side, but machine guns are ever ready to 
mow them down without hesitation on the slightest 
sign of refusal to obey their Red masters.

PRIESTS CRUCIFIED AND BuRIED ALIVE 


Horrors of murder, raping and desecration witnessed 
only in the last few days of the Red Government oc- 
cupation, were reflected in the account given by some 
who saw many of them. One is Stephen Faugier, a 
former member of the Red Government’s International 
Brigade, who told a representative of the New York 
Journal and American that at Aldehuela he saw three 
priests crucified and burned alive by infantry members 
of the International Brigade. 

Almost as cruel as the actual crimes that took human 
lives and stripped or destroyed churches and other 
public landmarks was the constant harrassment of the 
non-combatant populace by the Government’s ubiqui- 
tous Secret Service, known as the “SIM,” which tracked 
down and flung thousands of civilians into dark prisons 
on suspicion of the most trivial offenses including sym- 
pathy for the victims of tortures. Not a few of these 
innocent suspects were executed. 


EYEWITNESS TELLS OF BARCELONA Horror 


Dr. Juan Beltram of Barcelona revealed how the 
Communist “SIM” was universally dreaded by the 
1,500,000 residents of Barceona. He said: 

“T hope the world will come to know the terror of 
the SIM. It was a nightmare. I was here in Barcelona 
through the two and a half years that the Communists. 
controlled the city. 

“But I did not know from day to day when some- 
body might denounce me to that secret Cheka (formerly 
the Soviet Secret Police) and I would be jailed, then 
shot and killed. I can tell you that that was the fate 
of many in Barcelona.” 

At Sitges, on the coast just south of Barcelona, fifty 


_persons were killed in a mass execution carried out 


before Government troops abandoned the town to 
Franco’s advancing Insurgents. These included three 
priests, one of them an octogenarian. 


ConvENTS RaipED; Many Priests SLAIN 


Widespread destruction went hand in hand with 
robbery and looting. 

Ninety. priests were killed at Teruel, 103 at Oviedo 
and 350 in the Lerida district along the Ebro River. 
Most of these killings, it was stated, occurred just be- 
fore the Insurgents occupied the affected towns or as 
the Government forces were retreating through them. 

In the Lerida area all the convents were raided by 
the extremists and many nuns killed by having their 
throats cut after they were criminally attacked. 

The number of murders listed in the Malaga area 
included 110 priests, 3 student priests, 26 monks and 
6 nuns. The majority of these were shot in the Malaga 
cemetery. If they were wounded, they were left to die. 

The above is but a small part of the horrible record 
which the Communists have written in blood in the 
pages of Spain’s history. Happily, the terrible chapter 
is coming to an end and the whole of Spain will once 
again be united as a land devoted to the highest ideals 
of Christian civilization and culture.

Archbishop. 
Archbishop MacSherry was born in 
Loughgilly, Ireland, and studied at 


Armagh Seminary and in.Paris. He 
spent 20 years in the Armagh arch- 
diocese and was administrator in Dun- 
dalk when he was made Bishop of the 
titular see of Justinianopolis by the 
Holy See, and went out to South Africa 
as Vicar Apostolic. 

Dr. Frank P. Corrigan, a Catholic 
physician of Cleveland, Ohio, has been 
appointed as first Ambassador to Vene- 
zuela. During the World War, Dr. 
Corrigan was director of a hospital in 
Chile and thereafter took a kéen inter- 
est in Latin-American affairs, finally 
entering the diplomatic service of the 
United States. He served as Minister 
to El Salvador for three years and in 
1937 was transferred on promotion as 
Minister to Panama. 





Speaking to the American Socio- 
logical Society in Detroit recently, Dr. 
Read Bain, editor of the “American 
Sociological Review,’ made a state- 
ment in*which most of us will whole- 
heartedly concur. Dr. Bain said that 
America is suffering from a plague of 
“acute blabitis’. “We are,” he de- 
clared, “afflicted with the ceaseless 
blabbing of innumerable self-appointed 
authorities on everything from the 
alarming increase of hangnails to the 
shocking breakability of crockery.

Anthony in his desert, Jonah in the 
whale’s belly, far from insensate human 
clamor. But enough said. If I further 
prolong this lament I shall be accused, 
and justly too, of the same blabitis 
which I so blabbingly deplore.” 

The Baroness Catherine de Hueck,

Connaught, it 
is hoped, will not be left for long with- 
out an abbey to replace the ruins of 
Boyle founded in 1148.

to the time of the Reformation when 
its Community was dispersed and its 
Abbot executed. The first Abbot of 
Mellifont was St. Christian O’Conarchy, 
a disciple of St. Bernard, who was 
afterwards made Bishop of Lismore and 
Papal Legate in Ireland. 
Notwithstanding the tremendous 
pressure of the many and _ various 


means of persecution being used to de- 
stroy Christianity, especially the Catho- 
lic faith in Germany, reports from 
authentic sources indicate that the 
Catholic faith and the Catholic spirit 
continue stronger than ever.

backing of Hitler. 
“Never in the history 
of Germany has there 
been more enforced hy- 
pocrisy, more insincerity, 
than exists in Germany 
today. Don’t judge Ger- 
many, as a nation, by 
Hitler. Much as_ they 
hate Hitlerism, Germans 
all over the world would 
hate to see an army, be- 
cause of Hitlerism, sent 
against their country, be- 


cause Hitler has that 
country terrorized into 
outward acceptance of 
his regime.” 


The American Bar As- 
sociation, at the final ses- 
sion of its meeting in 
Chicago on January 10th, 
voted to ask Congress to 
enact a law forbidding 
lawyers to solicit divorce 
business by mail.

In special recognition of the Golden 
Jubilee of his ordination to the priest- 
hood, Right Rey. Procopius Neuzil, 
Abbot of St. Procopius Abbey, Lisle, 
Ill., has been honored by Pope Pius XI. 
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with the Cappa Magna or Great Cloak. 
The Cappa Magna is a special cloak 
given only to Bishops, and Abbots and 
is worn at certain ceremonies. It is 
of interest to note that the Abbey at 
Lisle enjoys a unique privilege for the 
United States. The Divine Liturgy, or 
Mass, is celebrated every day in its 
chapels both in the Graeco-Slavonic 
rite and in the Latin rite. Every Sun- 
day, a Sung Mass is offered in the 
Eastern rite at which Ruthenian stu- 
dents of the abbey sing the simple 
chant melodies proper to the Graeco- 
Slavonic rite (ie, the Byzantine rite 
sung in the Staroslav tongue). It is at 
St. Procopius’ that, under the direction 
of the Latin rite monks of St. Bene- 
dict, a community of Eastern rite Bene- 
dictines is being built up. The Holy 
See itself is responsible for this abbey’s 
unusual interest in the Eastern rite 
Catholics. 


Some time ago Henry Ford, the 
American automobile magnate, pur- 
chased the Boreham Estate in Essex, 
England, and announced his inten- 
tion to dismantle and remove to 
America the cottage thereon which 
once housed Anne Boleyn, one of the 
many wives of Henry VIII—a shame- 
less wanton for whom the lustful King 
forsook his Catholic faith and estab- 
lished the Church of England. The 
history associated with the Boleyn cot- 
tage has an unsavory character that is 
without parallel, remarks the “Indiana 
Catholic’. It is a story of adultery, 
murder, heresy, tyranny, the despoiling 
of the English of their ancient liberties 
and robbing them of their faith. As 
Charles Dickens wrote, the reign of 


Henry VIII is a “smear ot blood 
grease.” 

Happily, however, Mr. Ford’s plan 
has been frustrated because of opposi- 
tion from the Council for the Preserva- 
tion of Rural England, and now the 
cottage will not besmudge the soil of 
America. 


A very striking thought was uttered 
by Father Owen Francis Dudley, the 
noted English priest-author, in an ad- 
dress at Boston College one day last 
month. He observed that the laboring 
masses are suffering from ‘suppressed 
Catholicism.’ “One of the works that 
we Catholics must get down to,” he 
said, “is that of showing that the 
Catholic Church is the friend, and not 
the enemy, of the masses. She has 
immense sympathy with labor.” 

Apropos of this statement we were 
impressed by a news item appearing a 


few days later in several papers as il- . 


lustrative of the cordial feeling held 
for the Church by those who labor. It 
is a story of the building of the Holy 
Rosary School in St. Joseph, Mo. The 
people of the parish are poor, a minor- 
ity in the district, and when fire de- 
stroyed their first school last fall, they 
resigned themselves to basement quar- 
ters and further hardship. . 
"Twas then that B. P. Johnson, non- 
Catholic labor organizer, broached the 
proposal that unions donate the labor 
for a new school, if the parish would 
pay for the materials. Pastor and 
Bishop agreed. Non-Catholic Warren 
Walsh, coordinator of the union trades, 
turned the first spade of dirt. Father 
Max Rupp turned the second and in 
twelve hours 25 men had completed the 


preliminary excavation with the aid of 
lights strung by union labor, trucks 
and equipment furnished by two con- 
tractors. Another local contractor 
drew up plans for the building free of 
charge. All building trades unions in 
the Building and Construction Trades 
Council took up the work; union labor 
will build Holy Rosary’s new brick- 
faced school free of charge, in spite 
of the fact that work is slack and 
wages scarce. 

Already in debt for its separate 
Mexican school, its Sisters’ home and 
the school that burned, Holy Rosary 
now gets a new building that seemed an 
impossibility till the unions came to 
the rescue. 


At their mid-winter conference held 
at Atlantic City last month, the Jewish 
War Veterans of the United States 
pledged themselves to a vigorous fight 
against Communism, the threat of 
which, they pointed out, was fre- 
quently overlooked in the face of the 
newer “isms.” 

“From the World War until 1933,” 
William Berman of Brookline,’ Mass., 
Past National Commander, said, “most 
patriotic Americans were very much 
aware of the dangers of Communism 
and almost forgot the menace of 
Fascism. Since Hitler won out in Ger- 
many, feelings among these same 
people have been changing very much 
to the opposite extreme. It is time 
now to strike a balance. Let us not 
forget the dangers of Nazism and Fas- 
cism, but let us remember that Com- 
munism continues to threaten all those 
things that mean liberty and democracy 
for Americans.”

The reason why this particular week was chosen was not because it happened to be in the middle of Lent, 
but because the Gospel for the Fourth Sunday in Lent contains the miracle wrought by Jesus when He fed a 
multitude of five thousand men, besides women and children, with five barley loaves and two small fishes, and 
afterwards gave the command to His disciples to take each his own basket and “gather up the fragments 
that remained” lying scattered about upon the ground “that nothing be lost.” Millions of sermons 
have been preached upon that Gospel in the course of the Christian centuries, but never until the Society of the 
At-ONE-Ment came into existence was a Missionary Association based upon those words called into being.

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There are three million Tertiaries in the world today, 
according to rough statistics. This means that ap- 
proximately three out of every three hundred Catholics 
are members of the Third Order. In other words, a 
Tertiary is one out of a hundred. When all practical 
Catholics are eligible for membership in the Third 
Order, this number is pathetically low. It is an indica- 
tion of the low level of spirituality which prevails 
amongst our people. If a vocation to the Tertiary life 
were required for admit- 
tance, some excuse might 
be advanced for the small 
percentage. But no such 
vocation is demanded—all 
that is required is good will. 

The late G. K. Chesterton 
used to describe the age in 
which we live as “topsy- 
turvy”. He meant that the 
world was very efficient 
and progressive in provid- 
ing man with the material 
comforts. of life, to the 
neglect of the welfare of 
man’s soul. Now, in the 
language of the Church, 
the present life is death. 
Therefore, the world, 
instead of making progress 
and providing comforts for 
man’s true life which comes 
after this one, advances 
to a certain dead end. All 
its efforts will come to 
naught. 

Unfortunately, Catholics 
have been deeply influenced 
by the philosophy of the 
world, and many of them 
have made it their own. 
They will not accept the 
Church’s teachings fully 
(or as some may say “slay- 
ishly”) and they will not 
think for themselves. They 
are content to follow along 
with their fellowmen—and “everything will be all 
right.” A number of Catholics are always uncomfort- 
able in the presence of “radicals” in the Church. If 
there is one thing they detest it is to be regarded as 
different in any way from their fellow citizens. They 
may not deny the Church’s claims to be the one true 
Church, but neither will they oppose the views of their

non-Catholic friends who openly proclaim that “we 
are all going to the same place, but we travel different 
roads.” In other words one church is as good as 
another. Sales 

Now, a Tertiary has to be different. He must live in 
the world, but as our Divine Lord Himself said, “not 
be of it”. A Tertiary understands, perhaps, just as 
clearly as any priest or nun the principal truths of his 
faith. He is willing to live according to these truths 
to the best of his ability. 
Those truths are to him the 
grandest and ‘noblest thing 
in life. He would rather 
die than lose his faith, and 
he is ever anxious to live 
according to what Holy 
Mother Church teaches 
him. He may not stand on 
a soap box to cry down the 
false doctrine of his friends 
or neighbors, but he does 
not let them go unchal- 
lenged. By his very life, 
which is of course exem- 
plary, he preaches a power- 
ful sermon. 

Tertiaries have been in 
the world since the time of 
our holy Father Francis, 
seven hundred years ago. 
They have exerted a won- 
derful influence at many 
stages of the world’s his- 
tory. Today, no doubt, as 
in past ages, individual Ter- 
tiaries have attained a high 
degree of sanctity. But 
why are there not more 
Tertiaries? Why only one 
out of a hundred? It may 
be true to say that Catholic 
spirituality is at a low ebb, 
but is this the whole story? 

It seems to the writer 
that what is needed most 
amongst Tertiaries is a 
crusading spirit. A Tertiary has a primer of perfec- 
tion at his command; he knows where he is going and 
how to get there. He should be as happy as any Fran- 
ciscan of the First or Second Orders. And he should 
be just as enthusiastic as the first Troubadours. If the 
world is topsy-turvy, then only the spirit of Christ can

“RED DAWN” 


Reverend and dear Father: 


Through an interested friend, my attention has been called 
to an article in your October issue entitled “Red Dawn” by 
Frank Atwater. 

Not only am I entirely in disaccord with several of Mr. 
Atwater’s statements, but I am greatly dismayed that one 
of your staff be permitted to write such sheer stupidity 
about a subject in which he displays an utter lack of knowl- 
edge concerning the true facts about labor’s C. I. O. 

May I quote: “The time for toleration of the C. I. O. is 
over. Now we must fight it. C. I. O. is nothing more than 
the highway on which Communism will ride into the coun- 
try.” 

We must remember that in our large industrial plants 
there are millions of workers of every race, creed and dogma, 
constituting a very high percentage of the nation’s unskilled 
labor. When C. I. O. organizes in such industries, whatever 
Communists, Protestants, Atheists, Catholics or various 
other religions or political sects that have been working in 
the plant become members of the Union. This is only fair 
and just. C. I. O. has no moral right to exclude a member 
from its organization on the grounds of his individual beliefs 
or ideologies. These are merely fundamental facts and prin- 
ciples of Union organization, but it is rather obvious that 
Mr. Atwater has quite a bit to learn even in the funda- 
mentals of this field. 


Again I quote: “The process of boring from within is 
imperceptible but alarmingly effective. The party puts its 
agitators in various organizations. These worm their way 
to the top, slowly, always boring from within. Before long 
the organization finds that its control has passed to the left. 
This has been done time and again ... quoting the ‘Com- 
munist Labor Roll of Honor for 1937,’ we find Stalin, 
Browder, Cabalero (Spain), Harry Bridges (U. S. Maritime 
strike leader), John L. Lewis (C. I. O. head), Joe Curran 
(leader with Bridges), Krhypnen (Russia). and Tom 
Mooney.” 

We agree that it is to be deplored that in many C. I. O. 
locals the Communists should have gained the upper hand, 
and, in many instances, guide the destinies of the rank and 
file of the Local Unions. But why do not our good Catholics 
and Protestants, instead of resorting to a purely negative 
position, rise from their apathy and develop their own 
leaders ahd organizers to check and suppress the Communist 
influence? 

However, despite this “Communistic hot bed,” C. I. O. can 
boast of many outstanding Catholic laymen who constitute 
its Executive Board in the persons of John Brophy, direc- 
tor, Philip Murray, Vice-Chairman, and Tom Kennedy. 


Among these are other Christians of equally high calibre, 
both Catholic. and Protestant, who hold high office in 
Gr ie©: 

We are somewhat shocked, or are we perhaps a bit pre- 
sumptuous, in assuming that Mr. Atwater, as a competent 


Catholic writer, could have failed so completely to keep 


abreast of contemporary issues within his own Church. It 
will no doubt come as a surprise to him to learn that the 
great majority of the leaders and spokesmen for the clergy 
on curent economic and social trends in the Catholic Church 
today, namely His Excellency, Archbishop Edward Mooney 
of Detroit, Bishop Lucey of Texas, Rt. Rev. Msgr. Ryan of 
the Catholic University, Rt. Rev. Msgr. Francis J. Haas of 
the Catholic University, Rev. Paul H. Furfey of the Catho- 
lic University, Rev. R. J. McGowan of N. C. W. C., and Rev. 
John Cronin of St. Mary’s Seminary, Baltimore, are 
unanimous in praise of C. I. O., not only in their speeches 
but in their writings. 

Msgr. Joseph Smith of Cleveland, writing in the Sep- 
tember issue of “The Christian Front”, says: “Personally 
I regard the C. I. O. as a godsend to our poor people. It 
has come to fight the battle for the workers who have 
hitherto been neglected and left unorganized. I know John 
Brophy and Philip Murray. They and many other C. I. O. 
leaders have a brand of Catholicism which is refreshing in 
these days of Sunday religion. Many other C. I. O. leaders 
in steel are splendid Catholics. They have the faith of the 
peasant.”

Epitor’s ComMMENT: If and when and in what 
manner the eminent Churchmen cited in Mr. Schell’s

FEAR AND RELIGION. By Rev.

Fear is an instinctive emotion and, 
up to a certain point, a salutary one. 
“A burnt child fears the fire.” But 
abnormal fear creates a feeling of 
insecurity and is the base of many 
neuroses. The unsettled condition of 
the world has given rise to a great 
dread of what may come. he theme 
of this book is “Perfect love casteth 
out fear.” 


The second chapter is a good one for 
parents and teachers to reflect upon. 
Misinterpretation of the scriptural 
“Spare the rod and spoil the child,” 
has done incalculable harm, been the 
occasion of cruelty, falsehood, deceit, 
timidity, and the wreck of many a 
character. 


The chapters on Fear of Death, Pur- 
gatory, Hell and Old Age are well 
worth reading. The author brings out 
clearly the different attitude of the 
early Christians and those of the 
vaunted Middle Ages—the optimism of 
the former and the pessimism of the 
latter, which culminated in the gro- 
tesque and abhorrent pictures of the 
Inferno of Dante and Jansenism, the 
spirit of which has not yet entirely 
disappeared. 


The book, if heeded, will be a moral 
tonic to many depressed souls.

While the Father General of the Society of the Atonement was in Rome on Friday morning, November 
11th, he celebrated Mass at the High Altar of the Church of SS. Cosmos and Damian, close by the Roman 
Forum and one of the very oldest churches in all Rome.

It was at this very Altar that Pope Gregory had the Thirty Masses said for the repose of the soul of 
Justus, a monk of the Benedictine monastery over which the Pope had once presided as Abbot. It was after 
the Masses had been said that Justus appeared to his brother, a physician of Rome, making known to him that 
as a result of these Masses he had been delivered from Purgatory. 


Here then in the Church of SS. Cosmos and Damian the First Set of Gregorian Masses were said and lo, 
after fifteen hundred years Gregorian Masses are said in greater number than ever before. In 1937 more than 
sixty thousand Masses were said through the agency of the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost and at least eighty per 
cent of these were Gregorian Masses. 


As far as the faithful can afford to do so, provision ought to be made for the celebration of a set of 
Gregorian Masses for every deceased member of the family, as soon after the death of the dear one as possible.
